Pride is one of the seven evils that 
God hates. “Every one that is proud 
in heart is an abomination to the 
Lord.” Prov. 16:5. In the 18th verse of 
the same chapter we read, “Pride go- 
eth before destruction.” Pride has 
caused trouble all down thru the ages. 
All wars have been caused by pride. 
Pride has wrecked thousands of homes 
and brought the inmates to shame and 
an awful reproach and to ruin. 

Pride has caused and is causing all 
the trouble that we have in the 
church. Pride will separate us from 
God and will keep men and women 
from seeking God. 

The Scriptures also tell us that a 
man’s pride shall bring him low. In 
the face of all these Scriptures we 
should fear lest we are tempted and 
are overcome with pride. 

Pride will cause folks to see things 
in a way that will be to their ‘own 
selfish interest. Pride will cause us to 
be easily touched and hurt. Many 
times those who occupy a high position 
in the church are so easily touched 
and offended that you are almost 
afraid to speak to them or not to 
speak to them lest you offend them. 
The cause for all this is pride in their 
hearts. Outwardly they may appear to 
be the most humble people in the 
world but it is a proud exalted spirit 
that makes them so sensative. 

It is nothing more than pride that 
will cause you to magnify the faults 
of others. We have seen some who 
were so spiritually proud that they 
could hardly bear to come in contact 
with their brother or sister whom they 
considered to be weak in the faith. In- 
stead of being a help to such a one, 
they so abhorred their manner that 
they shunned their very presence. We 
have seen such people after praying 
and weeping go right out from the 
house of prayer and manifest the same 
spirit. 

It is a proud spirit that will keep 
you and me from helping our brother 
in time of discouragement or severe 
temptation. Jesus tells us if we over- 
take a brother in a fault ye who are 
spiritual restore such a one in the 
spirit of meekness considering thyseli 
lest ye also be tempted. But some are 
so dignified that they would rather go 
a country block out of the way than to 
meet such a one. If we could humble 
ourselves and realize how little we are, 
I am sure that our little brother would 
look bigger to us. We may not be able 
to see this in ourselves, but the world 
is beholding it and it is keeping hun- 
dreds away from Christ. Pride is a 
very dangerous thing and it is wreck- 
ing its millions today. 

While attending the Council before 
the Assembly Brother G. A. Fore and 
I were talking. He told me how he be- 
came a child at home for the sake of 
his children and that he would go fish- 
ing and hunting when he really did not 
have the time to spare just for their 
sake and pleasure. The result was his 
children had great confidence in him 
and looked forward to his arrival from 
time to time. I think this to be a won- 
derful lesson of humility. It is very 
easy ior parents to feel the weight of 
their heavy load from day to day and 
not realize that their children and 
those around them are starving for a 
little fellowship they could give if they 
would only humble themselves a little. 

Some Christians pride themselves 
in being so dignified that they can 
rarely, if ever, pass a few words with 
those with whom they meet from day 
to day. The wise man said, A man’s 
pride shall bring him low. Jesus said, 
He that humbleth himself shall be ex- 
alted but he that exalteth himself 
shall be abased. 

I sometimes think the very best 
Christians we have, possibly, are both- 
ered by Satan and have a combat to 
overcome him on this line. To prove 
that ministers are sometimes bothered 


on this line, Paul instructed Timothy 
not to ordain a man that had newly 
come to the faith lest being lifted up 
with pride he fall into the condemna- 
tion of the devil. Then if there is so 
much danger of the man or woman 
who has newly come to the faith fall- 
ing, there is bound to be some danger 
in us who have been in the way much 
longer. 

In Prov. 13:10 we read, “Only by 
pride cometh contention.” A contenti- 
ous spirit is the greatest sign given 
in the Word of God of pride. Some- 
times we preachers shoot all the leaves 
off the tree trying to kill pride but ac- 
cording to the Scriptures it is seated 
in the heart and will surely manifest 
itself thru the words and will cause 
us to contend about questions that 
gender strife. The blood of Jesus is 
the only cure for pride. In that we 
may plead His blood, humbling our- 
selves under His mighty hand, know- 
ing that He careth for us and will 
surely take us thru and exalt us at His 





right hand in due time.

THE IMPORTANCE OF SOUL FOOD 





HELEN L. MORROW 


The soul has its appropriate food 
and its mystical way of eating and 
digesting just as much so as the body. 
The soul feeds on truth and love and 
the divine personalities. It feeds on 
truth thru the intellect; it feeds on 
love thru the affections; and it feeds 
on divine personalities thru the 
choices and appropriations of the will. 

1. The conditions of soul-feeding: 
These are, first, life; second, health; 
third, zest. In regeneration the Christ- 
life is imparted to the soul. This life, 
like all other kinds, is known by its 
characteristics. All life is invisible and 
inscrutable. We may search all living 
substances but no microscope has ever 
yet found what life is. It is a fathom- 
less mystery, whether in vegetable, 
animal, or spirit, and known only to 
God. 

But we know that Christ can and 
does impart His life to the penitent, 
believing soul, and we know that this 
Christ-life can feed and grow and 
manifest itself similar to other kinds 
of life. It is not only needful to have 
this life, but to have it in a state of 
good soul health. This implies the be- 
ing cleansed from all moral vise, from 
all evil tempers and evil desires from 
all self-will, and every principle of the 
carnal mind. Until the spiritual na- 
ture is thoroughly sanctified, its ap- 
petite is poor, its digestion is weak, 
and it craves a very light diet of reli- 
gious food made up largely of human 
intellectuality. For the soul to feed 
well, it not only needs life and health, 
but a lively zest of the faculties. This 
zest is acquired by practice and by the 
quality of food the soul takes in. 

2. The manner of soul-feeding: In 
the mystical process of feeding the 
soul, perception of the truth corre 
sponds to eating, by which truth is 
taken into the mind. The more rapidly 
and clearly we apprehend all kinds 
of spiritual truth, the more largely do 
we eat, for just what taking food in 
the mouth and chewing it is to the 
body, the clear analysis and vi'vid ap 
prehension of truth is to the soul, so 
that our perceptions are the mouth of 
the spirit. Faith is the digestive organ 
of the soul. It is by faith that the truth 
is dissolved and prepared to make liv- 
ing substance. Unless we have real 
strong faith the truth we perceive is 
not converted int6 living substance. A 
spiritual dyspeptic is one who has 
large perceptiong.of truth, but no ade- 
quate faith to digest it and turn it 





into experience. yust as the stomach 
of the body is often )uineo ov a-conol, 
tobacco and other poisons and stimu- 
lants, until its digestive organs are 
ruined, so the stomach of the soul is 
often ruined by mental stimulants 
such as novels, philosophy, and false 
doctrines, until the digestive power 
of faith is well nigh destroyed. 

Love is the blood of the spiritual 
life. When the food in the stomach 
has been digested it resembles milk, 
then it is conveyed into the lungs 
where it is cooked by the oxygen of 
the air and becomes beautiful red 
blood; it is then poured into the heart 
and the heart, like a steam pump, 
throws it all over the body to build 
up the wasted organs. This same pro- 
cess is carried on in the soul. Truth is 
perceived by the intellect, digested by 
the faith thru the constant in-breath- 
ing of divine Spirit; this digested 
truth is turned into love which consti- 
tutes the very life and substance of 
the spiritual man, Every atom of the 
body is made out of the blood. In like

Prayer is the very breath 
of the spiritual life, and breath is 
more essential to life than anything 
else, but as the body lives on three 
things—air, water, and food—so the

muddy stream may cover its lifeless 
form; but remember, guilty soul, there 
is no secluded place with God. His all 
seeing eye is watching you. We are in 
perilous times. Look at the daily pa- 
pers and note the awful crimes of mur- 
ders being committed in every imagin- 
able way, trying to commit the perfect 
crime, as they claim. You who are 
blood thirsty, remember your sins 
will find you out. “THOU SHALT 
NOT KILL.” 

Fourth, AN HEART THAT DEVIS- 
ETH WICKED IMAGINATIONS 
Beloved, we find that on account of 
wickedness and evil imaginations of 
the heart of man that God sent the 
flood and destroyed both man and 
beast save Noah, his family, and the 
animals of the ark. The devil has 
many victims staggering under the 
influence of poisonous dope, imagining 
wicked and evil things, even among 
church members, causing lots of 
trouble. Quite frequently some brother 
or sister gets under this awful influ- 
ence and begins to imagine evil on a 
true brother or sister. Pretty soon he 
believes it so strong they will claim 
the Lord showed them that Sister M- 
is a devil or that Brother W- chews 


tobacco ete., which proves to be a 
false revelation. Let us be careful, 
friends, what we lay to the Lord. 


“Wherefore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be sober, and hope to the end 
for the grace is to be brought unto 
you at the revelation of Jesus Christ,” 
1 Pet. 1:13 Finally, brethren whatso- 
ever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatseever things are lovely, whatso- 
ever things are of good report; if 
there be any virture, and if there be 
any praise, think on these things. 

Fifth, FEET THAT BE SWIFT IN 
RUNNING TO MISCHIEF — Much 
damage is being derived in many ways 
from this destructive sin. We find in 
Psalms that the wicked deviseth mis- 
chief on their beds. The wise man 
said in Prov. 10:23, “It is sport to a 
fool to do mischief.” Then we can’t be 
alarmed very much for there seems to 
be a large crowd in this class. 

Sixth, A FALSE WITNSS THAT 
SPEAKETH LIES—There were false 
witnesses in Christ’s day. “For many 
false witness against him, but their 
witnesses agreed not together,” Mark 
14:56. It is a time when men don’t re- 
gard their oath. False witnesses are 
swearing lies in the courts of our land 
today to liberate the criminals of the 
lowest type of character, “Thou shalt 
not bare false witness against thy 
neighbor.”—Ex. 20:16. 

Seventh, AND HE THAT SOWETH 
DISCORD AMONG BRETHREN. — 
This is the last but not least of the 
seven things that God said He hated 
and also stated that this was an abomi- 
nation unto Him.

quite a few letters stnce the Assembly 
from our people. One man stated that 
he didn’t understand the situation but 
he was very much opposed te putting 
our children out into good homes. 

If possible I want to explain the 
condition. For the last ten or twelve 
years we have been operating an or- 
phanage. Our capacity for caring for 
children up until 1929 was about sixty 
children. Since that time we have pur- 
chased a home for the boys which en- 
ables us to care for about 20 more in 
all. Under the present rules we keep 
these children until they are eighteen 
years old. We either get a good home 
or a job for them after they leave the 
home, Then in the event that they get 
a job or secure a home with someone 
the Church is no longer obligated to 
take care of them. By this rule our 
home with sixty or seventy children 
to be cared for is congested for the 
period of time in which we have to 
take care of them. Without some loved 
one or friend would plead for them 
there would be no room for others un- 
til they were grown. 

We have approximately two hundred 
applications that are just as worthy 
as those we have in the home, and 
without our support would increase 
we could not care for them. We 
thought it was unfair to the homeless 
and helpless children to have a few 
well cared for while others on the out- 
side are hungry, naked and homeless 
so we decided it would be best to open 
the way to put these children in good 
homes among our church people, It 
would be making room for others. We 
have some children in the home that 
have one parent. They put them in 
with the agreement that they are to 
pay so much each week for each child. 
Among the many children we have in 
the home under this contract there has 
been only a few of the parents who 
have paid anything. Some of them 
have been faithful and have kept their 
board paid up. Others haven’t paid 
anything. Of course the children who 
are put in the home under this con- 
tract will not be adopted out unless 
the parents agree, but I think it is 
selfish and wrong for a parent to put 
their children in the home and they 
be cared for free and not be willing 
to let them go into good Christian 
homes and make room for others who 
are in the same poverty stricken con- 
dition. 

I believe God is pleased with the 
move of the Assembly and if all will 
lay aside every selfish motive and 
pray with an open heart, I believe you 
will see that this is just and fair. With 
this method I am satisfied we can care 
for and place children where they will 
be cared for, not only sixty or seventy, 
but a hundred a year. We have two 
application blanks printed, and if I 
had space I wouid put them in the 
Evangel so you could see how bind- 
ing it is on people who expect to get 
children. This blank provides. that 
some of our preachers or members 
are required to visit this home once 
a month for a year and take this child 
to themselves privately and find out 
how they are getting along; inquire 
of their neighbors and business men, 
and in fact, make a thorough investi- 
gation as to the treatment of the 
child. At the end of a year this is re- 
ported to the committee and if in the 
judgment of the committee this child 
is getting the right treatment the 
parties will be allowed to adopt the 
child or return it to the home, I feei 
that this is one of the greatest works 
the Church has undertaken and there 
is more good being done in this de- 
partment than any department of the 
Church. We ask all of our friends and 
loved ones who have cooperated with 
us in this work to prayerfully consid- 
er this move that the Church has 
made before you criticize it. It means 
so much to the hundreds of children 
who want good training and good 
homes. The committee covets an in- 
terest in the prayers of the entire 
Church, that we may carry on this 
work for the glory of God and for the 
good of the homeless and helpless.

prayer, the Holy Spirit, and periodical 
feeding on freshly-apprehended spirit- 
ual truth. And though the body can 
live a good while on air and water, 
yet, if denied food it will die. In like 
manner the soul of the believer may 
live on prayer and the Holy Spirit, but 
if it is cut off from the understanding 
of appropriate spiritual truth it will 
pine, and the life be greatly weaken- 
ed. For this reason the best of Chris- 
tian people need the help of good re- 
ligious meetings, of Bible instructions 
and of spiritual reading. 

3. The concluding thought: It is a 
law of all life to lay hold on foreign 
substances and turn them into itself. 
It is enough to make us stand in awe 
to watch the strange power which the 
life of even a little plant has. The 
roots of every kind of plant or tree 
will seize upon the same gasses and 
juices in the earth and _ transmute 
them into their several lives. The oak 
turns everything into oak and out of 
the same substance the deadly night- 
shade turns everything into night- 
shade. The lamb converts the grass in- 
to lamb, and from the identical same 
substance the wild ass builds up his 
life. The omnipotent mechanism that 
intervenes between the kind of life! 


This iaw holds true in the spiritual 
life. The soul in which Satan reigns 
turns everything it eats into selfish- 
ness, and the soul which has_ been 
washed in Jesus’ blood and filled with 
the Christ-life will grow in meekness. 
The same trials, bereavements, losses, 
and sorrow which make one kind of 
life grow in fretting or melancholy, or 
bitter and open rebellion will make 
another kind of life grow in meekness 
and patient perseverance, and an in- 
expressable charity and sweetness of 
spirit. Everything depends on whether 
the self-life or the Christ-life has pos- 
session of us. I hope this article may 
help some one who feels the need of 
soul food.
